The attached Application for Correction of Military Records submitted by
a former member of the California Air National Guard, is
forwarded for your review and comments. The applicant requests medical
retirement due to diabetes. He submitted a formal correction to military records
request dated 17 Jun 96.

This Headquarters recommends denial. The applicant was considered by a
medical evaluation board (MEB) on 3 Oct 93, diagnosed “Insulin Dependent
Diabetes Mellitus" and therefore disqualified for worldwide duty. The MEB was
forwarded to ANG/SGP and the applicant was determined not qualified for
worldwide duty and discharged in accordance with AFI 36-3209. Our
recommendation for denial is based upon the diagnoses of (1) the medical condition
and that (2) this condition was not caused by, nor aggravated by, military service.
